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FOREIGN  HEWS  OH  APPLES 


THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  for 
October  20  show  little  change  from  last  week's  quotations,  according 
to  a  cable  received  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith  the  Department's  Fruit 
Specialist  in  Europe.    New  York  Rhode  Island  Greenings  topped  the 
market,  A-2¥  inch  fruit  selling  readily  at  from  $5.84  to  f 6.81  per 
barrel  as  compared  with  $6.08  last  week.     Virginia  Winesaps,  however, 
were  a  close  second,  selling  at  $5.72  to  $6.81  per  barrel.  Virginia 
Stayman  Winesaps  advanced  about  50 <p  a  barrel.     The  condition  of  the 
Virginia  Jonathans  offered  during  the  week  was  somewhat  better  than 
last  week  with  a  consequent  improvement  in  price,  A-2^  inch  fruit  in 
fair  condition  selling  from  $4.99  to  $5.11  per  barrel  compared  with 
$4.00  paid  for  slacks  last  week.    New  York  Baldwins  were  quoted  for 
the  first  time  this  season,  A-2^  inch  fruit  bringing  from  $5.35  to 
$5.72  per  barrel.    Washington  Jonathans  show  a  decline  in  pri<5e,  but 
Oregon  Yellow  Hew towns  were  maintained  on  approximately  the  level  of 
the  previous  week. 

Although  in  liberal  supply  there  was  a  good  demand  for  Virginia 
York  Imperials  at  $5.35  to  $5.84  per  barrel  as  compared  with  $4.56  to 
$5.84  last  week.    Virginia  Grimes  Golden  were  also  in  liberal  supply 
but  the  demand  was  slow  due  to  the  fact  that  much  of  the  fruit  was  in 
an  overripe  condition.    Virginia  Jonathans  were  only  in  moderate  supply 
but  as  the  condition  of  the  fruit  was  variable  the  demand  remained 
moderate.    Virginia  Ben  Davis  were  also  only  in  moderate  supply  but 
the  demand  was  only  moderate,  A-2^  inch  fruit  selling  at  from  $4.62  to 
$4.57  per  barrel  as  compared  with  $7.06  last  week.     Supplies  of  Virginia 
Stayman  Winesaps  and  Winesaps  and  of  New  York  Baldwins  and  Rhode  Island 
Greenings  were  light.     The  demand  was  good  for  the  first  two  varieties, 
moderate  for  the  third  and  brisk  for  the  last  mentioned.  Washington 
Jonathans  were  in  liberal  supply  but  the  demand  was  slow.     Supplies  of 
Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns  were  light  but  the  demand  was  only  moderate. 

In  commenting  on  the  British  apple  market  Mr.  Smith  states  that 
available  supplies  are  heavy,  particularly  of  York  Imperials,  Grimes 
Golden  and  Washington  Jonathans.    Moreover,  excessive  supplies  of  all 
varieties  are  afloat  to  the  United  Kingdom.     At  the  present  time  the 
market  is  steady  for  cooking  apples.    Dossert  apples  are  bringing  12^ 
each  at  retail  and  cooking  apples  &<p.     Grimes  Golden  and  Pacific  North- 
west Jonathans  are  arriving  in  an  overripe  condition.    Waste  has  taken 
the  confidence  out  of  these  lines,  says  Mr.  Smith.    New  York  Eh  ode 
Island  Greenings  and  Virginia  York  Imperials  are  excellent  in  color 
and  of  bright  appearance.    The  weather  in  Great  Britain  during  the  past 
week  has  been  mostly  clear  and  cool.
